Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  this  Borough  for  the  year,  1944.  In  accordance 
with  the  instruction  of  the  Minister  of  Health  this  report  has  been  curtailed 
owing  to  the  prevailing  war  conditions. 

Although  the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  considerably 
restricted,  and  in  spite  of  the  extra  work  entailed  by  Civil  Defence,  the 
Emergenc}^  Hospital  Service  and  the  Schools  Medical  Service,  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard  has  been  maintained,  and  I  have  much  pleasure  in 
placing  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work,  and  loyal 
co-operation  of  all  members  of  my  staff  during  this  very  difficult  period. 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  the  general  standard  of  health  of 
the  population  of  this  Borough,  despite  the  prevailing  adverse  conditions, 
shows  a  satisfactory  state,  and  in  my  opinion,  will  bear  favourable 
comparision  with  pre-war  years. 

Whilst  fuller  details  are  given  throughout  the  pages  of  this  report 
I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  certain  of  the  main  features  of  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  Borough. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  21.90  shows  an  increase  on  that  of  1943 
(19.45)  and  is  the  highest  rate  since  1925.  The  Death  Rate  has  dropped 
from  19.4  in  1943  to  18.3.  There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  during  the 
year.^ 

The  routine  Sanitary  Inspection  has  been  well  maintained  throughout 
the  year  as  will  be  seen  from,  a  study  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report 
on  pages  14  to  26.  Some  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  repairs  to  dwelling  houses  due  to  the  restriction  of  labour  and 
materials.  The  housing  shortage  and  the  rapid  deterioration  of  the 
older  properties  in  the  Borough  make  it  absolutely  imperative  that  an 
early  start  be  made  upon  a  new  Housing  Programme  as  soon  as  possible 
after  the  termination  of  hostilities. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
valuable  support  and  keen  interest  in  the  general  administration  of  the 
Department.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

MEDICAL  PRACTITIONERS. 

There  are  18  doctors  resident  in  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth 
who  are  engaged  in  private  practice. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

In  previous  years,  all  the  more  common  bacteriological  investigations 
(e.g.,  swabs  for  C.  Diphtheria,  vSputum  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  etc.),  were 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Ilepartment  Laboratory,  North  Shields, 
by  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  medical  staff,  whilst 
the  more  technical  procedures,  including  the  examination  of  water  and 
milk  samples,  etc.,  were  carried  out  at  King’s  College  Laboratory, 
Newcastle. 

In  August,  a  combined  Bacteriological  Service,  established  by  the 
following  authorities,  Newcastle,  Gateshead,  Durham  County  Council 
and  Tynemouth,  was  inaugurated. 
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All  the  Bacteriological  samples  are  now  submitted  under  this 
scheme  to  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  King’s  College, 
Newcastle,  with  the  exception  of  hospital  clearance  swabs,  296  of 
which  were  examined  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  at  Moor  Park,  North  Shields.

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Frater  Maternity  Home. 

This  Maternity  Home  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  and  is  administered  in  co-operation  with  the  Tynemouth 
Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary,  one  Matron  acting  for  both  Institutions. 
General  Practitioners  attend  their  own  patients  in  the  Home.  Part  of 
the  cost  of  the  Services  under  the  local  scheme  is  recovered  from  the 
Patients,  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  charges  based  on  the  family  income. 

159  patients  were  admitted  during  the  vear,  resulting  in  152  con¬ 
finements,  3  of  which  were  stillbirths.  The  total  live  births  were  149 
of  whom  lOO  were  males  and  49  females. 

Average  duration  of  residence  per  patient  was  13.0  days.  Medical 
Aid  was  summoned  in  37  cases,  36  for  the  Mother  and  1  lor  the  Child.

The  aftcndances  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  show 
a  steady  increase  compared  with  those  of  previous  years. 


MUNICIPAL  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

This  scheme,  instituted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1936,  has  continued  to  give  satisfactory  service  through¬ 
out  the  period  under  review,  during  which  time  384  births  were  attended 
by  Municipal  Midwives,  who  attended  354  as  Midwife,  and  30  in  the 
capacit}^  of  Maternity  Nurse. 

The  daily  -Ante-Natal  Clinics,  held  at  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  at  which  the  Municipal  Midwives  attend  on  set  days  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  their  own  patients,  were  quite  well  attended,  and  a  total 
of  516  new  cases  were  examined.  Abnormalities  found  to  be  present  in 
the  condition  of  a  patient  are  immediately  reported  by  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  to  the  patient’s  own  medical  prac¬ 
titioner,  and  during  1944  there  were  6  such  cases  reported. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  were  also  held  at  the  Tynemouth  Victoria 
Jubilee  Infirmary,  and  at  Preston  Hospital,  for  the  convenience  of 
patients  booking  at  these  Institutions,  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  total  Ante-Natal  Clinical  Attendances  for  the  year.

POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

No  special  Post-Natal  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Public  Health 
Department,  as  patients  prefer  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  held 
three  times  per  week,  during  the  afternoon,  when  they  attend  with  their 
children.  Opportunity  has  been  given  dining  the  past  year  for  mothers 
to  make  Post-Natal  enquiries  at  these  afternoon  sessions,  and  a  fair 
average  of  cases  have  been  examined,  and  advice  given. 

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINICS. 

Clinics  are  held  twice  each  week  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Conditions  treated  during  the  past  year  were.  Rickets  7  ;  Debilit}^  and 
Anaemia  45  ;  Other  Causes  2 ;  a  total  of  54  cases,  who  made  752 
attendances. 
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MILK  (MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN)  ORDER. 

A  Milk  Depot,  administered  by  the  Local  Authority,  and  assisted 
by  Voluntary  Workers,  is  in  operation,  and  provides  for  necessitous 
pregnant  and  nursing  mothers,  and  children  under  1  year  of  age.  During 
the  year  a  total  of  28,204  lbs.  of  Dried  Milk  was  distributed  at  cost  price. 

The  total  amount  expended  by  the  Local  Authority  on  the  purchase 
of  Dried  Milk  during  the  year  was  £2,773.  2s.  lOd.  In  addition  under 
the  National  Dried  Milk  Scheme  15,872  lbs.  were  distributed. 

CHILD  WELFARE. 

Three  Clinics  are  held  weekly  for  the  weighing  of  children,  whilst 
consultations  concerning  the  health  and  feeding,  together  with  general 
advice,  are  given  to  mothers. 

Treatment  for  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions  are  now  referred 
to  the  Newcastle  Throat  Nose  and  Ear  Hospital,  Rye  Hill, 
Newcastle.  Treatment  for  defective  vision  is  given  at  the  Schools’ 
Clinics  and  facilities  are  available  for  the  prescriptions  of  spectacles. 
Dr.  R.  M.  WTite  (assistant  M.O.H.)  has,  since  the  retirement  in  February, 
1943,  of  Dr.  J.  McConnell,  carried  out  the  duties  of  Acting  Schools  Medical 
Officer  and  has  been  assisted  by  Dr.  Margaret  B.  Steel  (Maternity  and 
Cliild  Welfare  Officer).  At  the  Tynemouth  Victoria  Jubilee  Infirmary, 
cases  of  Dental  caries  are  also  treated.  Minor  operative  or  any  surgical 
treatment  is  also  available  at  the  Out-Patient  Department  of  this 
Infirmary. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

No  specific  arrangements  have  yet  been  formulated  for  the  care  of 
premature  infants.  Where  special  care  is  needed,  the  children  are 
removed  to  Hospital. 

CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

More  intensive  efforts  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  closely 
supervise  children  in  this  class,  by  the  Health  \hsitirg  Staff. 

PROMOTION  OF  CLEANLINESS  AMONGST  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  School 
Nurses  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  verminous  conditions.  Much  work 
relating  to  disinfestation  of  children  is  carried  out  regularly  at  both 
the  Schools  Clinics  and  at  the  Maternit}^  and  Child  W’clfarc  Centre. 

HEALTH  VISITING  AND  INFANT  HYGIENE. 

5,333  visits  were  made  by  the  Health  Visitors  during  the  year,  and 
a  summary  of  these  visits  is  given  below  : —

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  two  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough,  both  of  which 
have  places  for  80  children.  Dr.  Margaret  B.  Steel,  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Officer  acts  as  Hon.  Medical  Adviser  to  both  schools. 

These  schools  have  been  closed  owing  to  the  war,  and  the  children 
are  now  evacuated  to  the  country. 

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  water  supply  for  domestic  and  general  use  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Tynemouth  is  provided  by  the  Local  Authorit}^  Water  Under¬ 
taking,  which  is  also  responsible  for  the  furnishing  of  water  supplies  to 
several  other  areas  in  South  East  Northumberland.  The  quantity 
available,  has,  up  to  the  present,  been  adequate  for  all  needs. 
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The  water  is  derived  from  two  principal  sources,  namely,  on  upland 
moorland  catchment  area  and  from  springs.  Surface  water  constitutes 
approximately  75%  of  the  total  quantity,  the  remaining  25%  being  of 
spring  origin.  Both  of  these  sources  are  situated  approximately  25 
miles  from  the  Borough.  The  surface  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
at  the  works  adjacent  to  the  impounding  reservoir.  This  supply  is  then 
joined  by  the  spring  water  some  eight  miles  from  the  works.  The  supply 
is  distributed  to  the  town  from  six  service  reservoirs.  Of  these,  three 
are  covered,  and  three  uncovered.  Secondry  chlorination  is  carried 
out  at  one  of  the  open  service  reservoirs. 

During  the  year  under  review,  six  samples  of  water  were  examined 
bacteriologically,  and  three  samples  chemically.  In  the  case  of  the 
bacteriological  samples,  five  related  to  piped  supplies,  one  having  been 
taken  in  an  adjacent  area.  The  remaining  sample  was  obtained  from 
the  untreated  supply  from  the  spring.  This  latter  sample  was  the 
only  one  which  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
sample  had  been  subjected  to  extraneous  contamination. 

The  chemical  analyses  demonstrated  that  the  water  was  plumbo- 
solvent  to  the  extent  of  0.13  parts  per  100,000  on  the  average.  No 
lead  was  detected  in  any  of  the  samples  submitted  for  chemical  analysis 
to  the  Public  Analyst  who,  in  all  cases,  declared  that  the  water  was  a 
suitable  supply  for  drinking  purposes.

This  sample  of  water  is  of  satisfactory  organic  purit}'  and  its  phy/sical 
and  microscopical  characteristics  are  also  good. 

The  sample  as  received  contains  no  lead  bnt  the  figure  of  0.13  shows 
that  the  water  is  plumbo-solvent  to  new  lead.  This  solvent  action, 
however,  is  not  apparent  after  the  lead  pipes  have  been  in  use  for  a  period. 

The  number  of  dwellinghouses  supplied  from  piped  water  mains  is 
approximately  16,000.  It  is  estimated  that  11,500  of  these  are  supplied 
direct  to  the  house,  whilst  the  remaining  4,500  (approximately)  are 
dependent  upon  outside  taps  in  yards,  etc.

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There  was  a  total  of  213  factories  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  140  with  mechanical,  and  73  without  mechanical  power. 

OUTWORKERS. 

Two  notices  under  Section  110  of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  were 
received  during  the  year,  and  on  inspection,  the  premises  were  found  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

MEANS  OF  ESCAPE  IN  CASE  OF  FIRE. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  34  (1)  factories  of  certain  categories 
are  now  required  to  be  certified  by  the  Council  as  having  adequate  means 
of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  Seven  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were  43  premises  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  inspected  regularly.  It  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
notices  during  the  3’ear. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934  (Section  10). 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act,  436  visits  were  made  to 
inspect  sanitary  conveniences  and  other  arrangements  for  the  welfare  of 
the  assistants. 

RAT  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

During  the  year,  631  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  to  247 
premises  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  rat  infestation.  23  notices 
were  served  with  successful  results  in  certain  difficult  cases.  The  remedy 
of  drainage  and  structural  defects  together  with  the  use  of  traps,  poison 
bait,  etc.,  resulted  in  the  majorit}^  of  the  premises  being  cleared. 

As  a  result  of  the  Sewer  Rodent  Control  treatment,  carried  out  b\^ 
the  Borough  Surveyor's  Department  under  the  direction  of  your 
Inspectors,  over  2,300  manholes  serving  over  20  miles  of  sewers  were 
subjected  to  2  poison  bait  treatments.  The  first  treatment  was  carried 
out  between  the  1st  May  and  27th  May,  1944,  and  the  second  between 
12th  June  and  the  5th  July,  and  resulted  in  a  calculated  kill  respectively, 
of  7,867  and  4,086  rats  :  Total  1 1,953  rats.  The  total  cost  of  £912  worked 
out  at  approximate^  Is.  6.3d.  per  rat.  The  Ministry  subsidised  the 
campaign  with  a  50%  grant,  thus  the  charge  to  the  ratepayers  was 
approximately  9d.  per  rat.  Needless  to  sa^y  this  scheme  and  the  pre- 
])aratory  survey  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of  work  to  the  detriment 
of  routine  duties. 

The  liighly  successful  result  of  the  sewer  treatment  if  repeated 
annuallv,  should  do  much  to  reduce  the  infestation  of  business  and  other 
premises  as  the  majorit}^  of  such  infestations  can  l)c  traced  to  defective 
drains  connected  to  the  sewers.  Treatments  for  1945,  which  have  already 
been  approved,  should  be  even  less  costly  as  a  considerable  amount  of 
preparatory  work  will  not  have  to  be  repeated. 
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MOSQUITO  CONTROL. 

Inspections  have  been  carried  out  periodically  of  possible  breeding 
grounds  including  static  water  supplies.  Specimens  of  insects  and  larvae 
have  been  collected  and  submitted  for  examination.  No  Mosquitoes 
have  been  identified.

SEAMEN’S  AND  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  were  three  Seamen's  Lodging  Houses  on  the  Register  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  containing  a  total  of  59  beds,  1  Common  Lodging  House 
with  12  beds  was  closed  at  the  end  of  June  after  the  renewal  of  the  licence 
was  refused.  31  visits  were  made  during  the  3^ear.  The  Chief  Constable 
also  made  inspections  during  the  year  and  with  the  exception  of  the 
Common  Lodging  House  referred  to,  reported  his  satisfaction. 

THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  etc. 

31  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  ventilation,  sanitation 
or  cleanliness  of  cinemas.  The  Chief  Constable,  who  is  the  Inspector  of 
Public  Buildings  has  also  had  inspections  made  and  has  reported  no 
complaints  of  defects  or  irregularities  to  this  Department.

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

There  were  12  Cowkeepers  with  24  cowsheds  housing  245  cows  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  7  of  whom  are  Licenced  producers 
of  “Accredited”  Milk. 


During  the  year,  ATterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  examined  the  herds  of  7  “Accredited”  Producers  on  16 
occasions,  the  herds  of  5  ordinary  Producers  on  1 1  occasions.  In  addition 
5  special  visits  and  inspections  were  made.  As  a  result  of  these  visits 
4  animals  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  1938. 


103  visits  were  made  to  cowsheds  and  348  visits  were  made  to  dairies, 
milk  shops,  etc.,  and  all  infringements  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and 
Orders  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

Consignments  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough  by  road  or  rail 
and  the  condition  of  the  empty  churn  returned  received  attention.  The 
keeping  of  qualities  of  milk  from  certain  outside  sources  has  seriously 
deteriorated  due  to  difficuUies  arising  from  war-time  conditions  in  both 
production  and  transport.  The  matter  has  received  attention  and  has 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Regional  Officers  of  the  Ministries  of 
Health  arid  Food,  who  are  doing  their  best  to  bring  about  an  improvement.

MILK  SAMPLES  FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

During  the  year,  203  samples  of  Milk  were  taken  for  examination 
and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laborator}/,  Newcastle.  Of  the 
total  samples  taken  150  were  from  sources  within  the  Borough,  and  53 
from  outside.  In  addition,  6  samples  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  Phosphatase  Test. 

Of  the  above,  46  samples  were  examined  for  I'ubercle  Bacilli,  2  of 
which  gave  positive  results.  Appropriate  action  was  taktn  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order,  1925/38,  resulting  in  the  slaughtering  of  1  animal.

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  now  remain  15  private  slaughterhouses,  whicii  are  subject  to 
annual  Licence.  Since  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restrictions  on 
Slaughtering)  Order  1940,  all  slaughtering  is  now  centralised  at  Whitley 
Bay  under  Government  Control,  and  deliveries  of  meat  are  made  direct 
to  the  butchers’  shops. 
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22  cases  of  special  slaughter  of  pigs  for  home  consumption  were 
authorised  under  a  Licence  by  the  Local  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
and  the  carcases  and  organs  were  inspected.

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IMMUNISATION. 

The  scheme  for  the  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of  the  child 
population,  instituted  last  year,  has  been  fairly  well  supported  by 
parents. 

In  conjunction  with  the  staff  of  the  Education  Department, 
scliolars  were  immunised  at  their  own  schools,  whilst  Pre-School 
children  were  immunised  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre, 
a  total  of  520  children  being  immunised  under  the  scheme  during 
the  year,  88  of  which  were  School  Children,  bringing  the  percentage 
of  immunised  School  Children  now  in  school  to  84.61,  whilst  432  Pre- 
School  Children  w^ere  immunised,  which  brings  the  percentage  of  the 
Pre-School  child  population  of  the  Borough  immunised  to  39.90.

TYNEMOUTH  CARE  COMMITTEE. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Welch,  the  Hon.  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Tynemouth 
Care  Committee  reports  that  during  the  past  year,  the  number  of  cases 
assisted  was  10.  Of  this  number  7  were  granted  extra  nourishment, 
consisting  of  special  quantities  of  milk,  to  approved  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  The  3  remaining  cases  were  supplied  with  surgical 
appliances. 

The  income  of  this  Committee  consists  of  an  annual  grant  from  the 
Tynemouth  Corporation  and  from  donations  received  from  the  Employees 
of  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Gas  Co.,  and  the  Employees  of  Messrs. 
Smith's  Dock  Co.  (Hospital  Committee). 

Grateful  thanks  are  expressed  to  these  donors. 

ULTRA-VIOLET  LIGHT  THERAPY. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  Clinic  during  the  year 
was  128,  made  up  of  19  adults  and  109  children,  the  result  of  the  treatment 
given  being  as  follows  : — 

17  were  discharged,  healed  or  quiescent  ;  55  improved  ;  5  remained 
stationary  ;  and  11  cases  ceased  to  attend.
